OUR  NEW  STANDARD  CATALOGUE.

Between  air  raids,  whilst  in  an  Air  Raid  Precautions  Control  Room  just  north  of  London, 
I  compiled  our  first  Standard  Catalogue  of  the  Coins  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  which  was 
published  in  1945.  This  ran  to  three  impressions  and  it  was  reprinted  with  corrections  and 
additions  in  1947  and  1949.  After  this  the  type  was  broken  up  and  I  rewrote  the  catalogue 
which  was  printed  as  the  1952  edition;  again  the  type  was  kept  up  and  five  further  editions 
were  produced  with  price  and  other  alterations. 

After  the  10th  edition  was  published  in  December,  1959,  my  son,  Peter,  thought  he  would 
like  to  rewrite  the  catalogue  for  the  next  edition  and  I  agreed  that  the  type  should  be  broken 
up.  This  was  unfortunate  as  the  1960  edition  was  sold  out  ten  months  too  soon  and  there 
was  no  type  to  reprint.  However  we  got  over  this  difficulty  by  having  some  thousands  made 
by  a  photographic  process  abroad. 

We  have  been  so  busy  this  year — and  the  work  entailed  in  producing  parts  I  and  1 1  of  our 
new  Copper  Catalogue  has  not  helped — that  by  midsummer  nothing  had  been  done  towards 
the  new  Standard  Catalogue. 

After  a  considerable  amount  of  discussion  we  made  a  number  of  important  decisions. 
Firstly,  I  agreed  that  we  should  print  on  art  paper  and  have  half-tone  blocks  photographed 
from  actual  coins  instead  of  the  old  line  blocks.  Then  there  was  the  subject  of  format;  this 
was  a  very  tricky  question,  but  after  seeing  the  Copper  Catalogue,  we  decided  to  have  the 
new  work  the  same  size,  with  a  single  column,  but  a  rather  wider  one.  This  would  enable  us 
to  get  about  50  extra  letters  on  one  line,  and  in  most  cases  the  illustrations  of  two  coins  side 
by  side.  This  size  book  meant  there  would  be  over  double  the  number  of  pages  and  as  we 
did  not  want  the  price  of  the  catalogue  to  be  too  high  we  decided  with  considerable  regret  to 
omit  Anglo-Gallic,  Scottish,  Irish  and  Island  coinages.  We  may  publish  a  list  of  these  in 
another  volume  at  a  later  date. 

It  was  now  getting  very  late  to  start  writing  this  catalogue,  especially  with  the  holiday 
period  coming  along,  as  well  as  stocktaking,  so  we  therefore  decided  to  divide  up  the  work. 
Peter  would  do  the  Ancient  British  and  the  reign  headings,  a  new  feature;  Frank  Purvey,  the 
Anglo-Saxon  and  up  to  Edward  II;  whilst  I  should  take  on  the  rest  with  some  help  from  Alan 
Rayner.  I  had  to  go  into  a  nursing  home  for  an  operation  early  in  July  and  this  was  a  great 
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opportunity  to  get  it  started.  The  morning  after  the  operation  I  sat  up  in  bed  and  started 
work,  rather  to  the  surprise  of  my  doctors  who  doubted  the  wisdom  of  it,  but  I  explained 
that  it  was  not  work  in  the  true  sense  as  I  enjoyed  it ;  it  made  the  time  pass  quickly  and  took 
my  mind  off  my  illness.  After  five  weeks  I  was  back  at  the  office  with  pages  of  MSS.,  complete 
from  Edward  III  to  Elizabeth  II.  Then  our  real  troubles  started — we  were  in  the  middle 
of  stocktaking  and  my  collaborators  had  not  been  able  to  get  their  parts  done.  When  we  are 
so  busy  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  fit  in  such  extra  work,  but  at  last  it  was  managed.  Further¬ 
more  I  had  not  put  many  prices  in  my  part  of  the  MSS.  except  for  the  gold.  This  was  now 
done  by  Frank  and  Alan,  who  were  also  asked  to  check  my  MSS.  Then  I  had  to  go  into 
conference  with  Peter  over  the  gold  prices  and  recheck  the  silver  prices  with  the  others  which 
all  took  a  lot  of  time. 

Our  printers  had  been  shouting  for  the  MSS.,  but  once  they  received  it  they  have  done 
wonders  in  getting  it  set  up  quickly.  In  the  meantime  Frank  has  been  working  in  the  evenings 
and  over  the  weekends  photographing  hundreds  of  coins.  These  illustrations  presented 
another  difficulty.  In  days  gone  by  we  would  have  had  in  stock  60%  of  the  coins  we  wished 
to  photograph,  but  today,  with  sales  so  much  quicker,  we  live  from  hand  to  mouth,  so  we  had 
to  borrow  coins  from  friends  here  and  there  to  whom  our  thanks  are  due.  Everyone  was 
only  too  pleased  to  help. 

We  are  still  not  quite  sure  when  the  catalogue  will  be  ready.  Publication  date  was  to  have 
been  December  1st,  but  that  is  impossible.  While  I  am  writing  this  early  in  November  we 
are  over  halfway  through  the  first  proofs  and  most  of  the  blocks  have  been  made  and  incor¬ 
porated;  this  proof  reading  is  quite  a  job.  Various  collector  friends  have  looked  over  some 
of  the  proofs  and  we  say  thank  you.  We  hope  to  have  all  the  proofs  finished  by  the  time  you 
get  this  and  have  the  catalogue  ready  by  Christmas — that  is  the  paper  cover  copies.  The 
cloth  bound  and  interleaved  copies  will  probably  not  be  ready  for  another  three  months.  We 
are  having  some  interleaved  copies  made  by  request,  and  regret  we  have  to  charge  so  much 
for  them,  but  here  we  come  up  against  purchase  tax  (and  the  tax  is  not  just  on  the  extra  paper 
but  on  the  whole  volume). 

I  hope  you  will  like  the  new  catalogue  and  find  it  more  useful  than  the  old  one,  we  have 
tried  our  best.  No  doubt  there  will  be  lots  of  errors  but  we  can  put  some  of  them  right  in 
later  editions. 

P.S.  I  would  ask  all  those  whose  letters  and  orders  have  been  delayed  recently  to  accept 
my  apologies.  The  foregoing  notes  may  explain  the  reason  for  the  delay. 


COINS  AND  ARCHAEOLOGY  IN  BRITAIN.

VII. 

The  last  part  of  these  notes  ended  as  if  the  conclusion  were  to  be  a  full  survey 
of  the  relationship  between  the  Anglo-Saxon  and  later  coinage  and  early  medieval 
archaeology  in  general.  This  is  undoubtedly  a  fascinating  field  of  study,  but  for 
its  adequate  completion  at  this  time  the  knowledge  required  is  far  beyond  that  of 
the  writer.  In  this  last  part  therefore  I  shall  deal  with  a  slightly  different  subject, 
that  of  archaeology  and  numismatists. 

I  have  tried  to  give  an  idea  of  the  importance  of  coins  to  archaeology  and  vice 
versa,  but  I  have  had  to  be  selective,  and  most  issues  raised  are  far  from  settled. 
If  I  have  done  nothing  else,  I  hope  I  have  given  some  idea  of  the  work  which  still 
needs  doing — and  doing  by  the  amateur  numismatist  for  the  archaeologist.  The 
amount  of  archaeological  coin  evidence  which  has  been  properly  published  must  be 
a  very  small  fraction  of  what  exists  packed  away  in  attics,  cellars,  strong  boxes  and 
museums.  It  is  indeed  sad  to  relate  that  many  museums  of  England  have  coin 
collections  which  are  still  housed  in  old  envelopes,  bursting  at  the  seams,  in  cocoa 
tins,  in  pill  boxes,  or  even  still  loose  in  drawers.  Gradually,  where  someone  who 
is  interested  in  coins,  has  the  time,  and  most  important,  the  knowledge,  these 
collections  are  being  straightened  out  and  the  most  interesting  parts  published. 
Here  is  a  task  which  is  waiting  for  volunteers,  but  there  are  several  important  points 
to  be  borne  in  mind  before  undertaking  any  of  these  jobs. 
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From  a  practical  point  of  view  we  can  consider  first  getting  access  to  a  collection. 
No  curator  can  be  expected  to  let  a  stranger  loose  on  his  coins — and  it  is  only 
reasonable  to  provide  him  with  some  reference,  local  if  possible,  so  that  he  can  see 
that  the  enquirer  is  in  earnest,  and  is  equipped  for  the  job.  “  Equipped  for  the 
job,”  implies  a  considerable  amount.  It  means  that  the  cataloguer  should  be  able 
to  examine,  read,  and  list  a  hoard  or  collection,  and  that  his  final  report  must  be  such 
that  it  cannot  be  bettered  for  some  considerable  time,  and,  to  be  perfect,  should  be 
a  complete  substitute  for  the  coins  themselves.  This  then  is  the  aim  of  the  historical 
numismatist,  to  publish  unknown  and  forgotten  coins  in  such  a  way  that  anyone 
interested  can  buy,  in  his  publication,  the  next  best  thing  to  the  coins  themselves. 
This  is  a  high  ideal,  and  at  present  may  not  be  attainable,  yet  everyone  can  try. 

The  first  requisite  is  a  thorough  grounding  in  sorting  through  worn  and  corroded, 
burnt  and  illegible  coins,  from  Claudius  I  to  Honorius  (a.d.  43-400),  and  being  able 
to  recognize  anything  that  is  to  be  seen.  Many  collectors  of  ancient  coins  are  quite 
happy  in  the  mistaken  idea  that  a  collection  of  fine  P^oman  silver  and  first  brass  is 
a  good  grounding  for  disentangling  archaeological  material.  The  two  things  could 
hardly  be  more  different,  and  I  know  which  I  think  far  the  more  worthwhile.  This 
may  make  such  reporting  sound  very  dull,  but  in  fact  it  is  from  such  neglected 
collections  that  many  of  the  worthwhile  numismatic  specimens  come.  A  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  “  lower  ”  Roman  coinage  then  is  essential — but  this  can  be  gained 
by  sorting  a  large  number  of  poor  coins  with  a  few  good  ones  as  guides,  and  from 
simple  sorting  the  ability  to  attempt  more  often  follows. 

Secondly,  an  expert  is  needed.  The  worst  thing  that  can  possibly  be  done  is 
to  spend  time  going  through  a  collection  and  then  to  leave  the  job  unfinished  with 
several  question  marks  left  behind.  A  coin  must  fit  exactly  into  the  category  you 
expect  it  to,  and  one  letter  out,  perhaps  in  the  mintmark,  can  make  a  tremendous 
diference.  In  all  cases  nothing  is  lost,  and  everything  gained,  by  asking  some¬ 
one  who  is  an  acknowledged  expert  in  the  field;  in  many  cases  their  time  is  wasted, 
but  every  so  often  you  will  come  up  with  something  useful,  and  then  the  wasted 
time  is  made  up  in  full. 

Lastly  comes  the  great  problem  to  which  there  is  no  full  answer.  Having 
decided  what  the  coins  are,  you  now  have  to  communicate  that  knowledge  to  everyone 
else.  This  may  sound  simple,  but  all  those  who  have  tried  will  know  otherwise. 
Whatever  you  write  must  be  capable  of  only  one  meaning — you  must  have  weighed 
all  the  possibilities  and  found  only  one  to  fit.  Obviously,  to  examine  all  the  alter¬ 
natives,  reference  books  are  needed. 

In  the  last  century  Henri  Cohen  went  through  all  the  collections  in  Europe  that 
he  conveniently  could,  and  listed  every  Roman  coin  he  found  with  obverse  and 
reverse  tersely  described.  Unfortunately  his  is  still  the  only  complete  survey  of 
Roman  coinage,  and  is  still  in  use.  It  would  be  unwise  of  me  to  give  a  candid 
opinion  of  the  work  as  it  is  still  treasured  in  many  studies,  and  even  the  best  dealers 
still  sell  reprints  of  the  original  edition,  mistakes,  omissions,  aberrations  and  all, 
for  But  to  refer  to  a  coin  simply  as  Constans,  Cohen  14,  with  recent  advances 

in  knowledge,  is  not  good  enough.  The  piece  may  be  a  forgery,  many  which  Cohen 
accepted  are;  it  may  be  a  type  which  was  then  unrecognized,  or  it  may  be  one  number 
which  covers  a  whole  range  of  different  coins.  Reliance  on  Cohen  in  1961  therefore, 
nullifies  ail  the  work  which  has  been  done  in  subsequent  reading  of  the  coins. 

But  the  problem  has  been  and  is  being  tackled.  To  save  describing  every  coin 
in  full,  in  several  lines  of  print,  it  is  possible  to  refer  to  the  works  edited  by  Mattingly 
and  Sydenham,  The  Roman  Imperial  Comage.  The  majority  of  these  books  are 
still  the  standard  works  on  their  period,  but  some  have  naturally  been  improved 
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upon.  An  acceptable  way  of  listing  a  coin  is  therefore  to  give  its  unique  number 
from  R.I.C.  This  works  well,  but  R.I.C.  is  not  complete.  Volume  V  stops  at  the 
reform  of  Diocletian,  and  of  Volumes  VI  to  X,  only  Volume  IX  is  published.  The 
gaps  have  been  partly  filled,  notably  by  the  recent  publication  of  Late  Romaii  Brojize 
Coinage,  by  Carson,  Hill  and  Kent.  This  covers  all  bronze  issues  from  a.d.  324-498. 
With  a  little  practice  it  is  very  easy  to  use,  light  and  slim  to  carry  around,  and  the 
chance  of  muddling  up  two  different  coins  is  cut  to  the  absolute  minimum.  An 
index  of  mintmarks  is  invaluable  for  worn  coins,  and  a  set  of  plates  showing  every 
reverse  is  extremely  useful.  Its  last  merit  is  no  small  one;  a  price  of  two  guineas 
makes  it  the  cheapest  comprehensive  reference  book  in  this  subject.  Unfortunately 
R.I.C.  is  not  in  the  same  class.  Some  volumes  are  now  in  the  RRR  category  of 
coins;  they  are  never  seen  on  the  market,  their  price  is  extortionate  to  the  point  of 
impossibility,  and  the  fact  that  there  has  not  been  a  reasonable  reprint  of  such  an 
essential  book  reflects  badly  indeed  on  its  publishers.  Perhaps  concerted  efforts  by 
a  large  number  of  people  may  have  some  effect. 

This  has  taken  us  some  way  from  the  point.  There  are  so  far  the  following 
volumes:  a.d.  43-296,  R.I.C.;  a.d.  324-498,  Late  Roman  Bronze  Coinage;  leaving  a 
gap  from  296-324.  This  is  partly  filled  by  two  papers  in  the  Numismatic  Chronicle; 
the  first  dealing  with  the  early  part  of  the  period — “  Constantinian  Hoards,  and 
other  Studies,”  Carson  and  Kent,  Numismatic  Chronicle,  1956,  and  for  the  later  part, 
“  Bronze  Coinage  under  Constantine  I,”  Kent,  Nwnismatic  Chronicle,  1957.  These 
papers,  although  very  useful,  are  not  intended  by  their  authors  to  be  a  complete  list 
of  every  coin  of  the  period.  There  are  always  some  which  do  not  appear  in  any  of 
the  modern  surveys,  and  for  these  the  only  thing  to  do  is  to  write  out  a  full  descrip¬ 
tion,  making  every  word  a  fervent  hope  that  those  concerned  with  the  remaining 
volumes  of  R.I.C.  will  speed  on  with  their  work. 

I  realize  that  to  many  of  the  readers  of  the  Bulletin  this  last  part  of  these  notes 
may  well  be  a  boring  repetition  of  what  is  almost  part  of  their  numismatic  minds, 
and  it  may  well  fall  below  higher  standards  which  they  have  set  for  themselves; 
but  I  think  it  worth  writing  in  the  hopes  that  some  collectors  may  realize  the  work 
still  to  be  done  in  the  field  of  coins  and  archaeology,  and  give  the  joint  studies  some 
of  their  knowledge,  and  support. 


FACTS  AND  FIGURES,  1960 

The  following  numismatic  information  is  taken  from  Royal  Mint:  Ninety-First  Annual 
Report  of  the  Deputy  Master  and  Controller  for  the  year  1960;  generally  known  as  The  Mint 
Report,  1960.  We  can  supply  at  7/-,  postage  9d. 

Our  congratulations  to  Mr.  James  for  enlivening  a  government  publication — the  frontis¬ 
piece  is  a  cartoon  by  jak,  from  the  Evening  Standard. 

Maidive  Islands.  An  entirely  new  currency  was  produced  for  these  islands,  six  coins 
—  the  1  to  50  laris.  The  obverse  design  is  a  palm  tree  with  star  and  crescent  superimposed 
with  flag  either  side  and  date  1960  in  English  and  1379  in  Arabic.  Reverses  show  the  value 
and  Arabic  legend. 

Kuwait.  A  new  currency  was  also  produced  for  this  state,  six  denominations,  1  to  100  fils. 
The  obverse  shows  a  Kuwait  dhow  with  date  1961  and  1380  in  Arabic;  reverse,  value  in  circle, 
Arabic  legend  above,  Kuwait  below. 

Ghana.  15,200  gold  pieces  (called  “  five  pounds  ” — but  size  of  the  English  two  pound 
piece)  were  issued  to  commemorate  the  1st  July,  1960,  as  Ghana  Republic  Day,  the  obverse 
has  on  it  the  portrait  of  President  Nkrumah. 

Greece.  After  a  gap  of  30  years  the  Mint  produced  a  coin  for  this  country,  a  silver  20 
drachmae,  with  the  portrait  of  King  Paul. 

Hong  Kong.  A  dollar  was  again  made  for  this  colony  but  its  size  is  rather  smaller  than 
a  florin.  It  has  Her  Majesty’s  portrait  on  the  obverse  and  on  the  other  side  a  demi-lion  crest. 
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Uruguay.  An  order  was  secured  for  a  new  series  of  denominations,  1  peso  and  50,  25, 
10,  5  and  2  centesimos.  As  on  the  previous  coinage  they  have  the  head  of  General  Artigas 
for  the  obverse  design. 

Jersey.  To  celebrate  the  tercentenary  of  the  association  of  Charles  II  with  Jersey  a  new 
penny  was  issued.  The  obverse  bearing  Her  Majesty’s  portrait  was  retained;  but  below  the 
shield  on  the  reverse  is  CiiR  1660  —  1960  EiiR. 

United  Kingdom  issued  a  crown  for  the  first  time  since  1953  and  the  first  with  the  profile 
portrait  of  Her  Majesty;  about  1  million  were  struck. 

The  Order  of  St.  John.  The  Mint  produced  a  new  Service  Medal  for  the  Order,  in 
cupro-nickel.  Obv.  victoria  d  g  britt  reg  f  d  ind  imp,  old  portrait  of  Queen  Victoria  r. 
R .  MAGNVS  PRIORATVS  ORDiNis  HOSPiTALis  SANCTI  jOHANNis  IN  ANGLIA,  royal  shield  in  centre 
with  smaller  shield  each  side,  crown  above  and  plumes  below. 

Halifax  Coin  Club.  Medals  were  made  on  the  club’s  behalf  to  commemorate  the 
centenary  of  decimal  coinage  in  Nova  Scotia. 

Mauritius.  The  quarter-rupee  was  struck  with  a  new  obverse:  queen  Elizabeth  the 
second;  crowned  effigy.

H.  N.  Brailsford’s  recently  published  “  The  Levellers  and  the  English  Revolution  ”  (The 
Cresset  Press.  London,  1961.  55s.)  gives  much  interesting  information  on  the  life  and  times 
of  that  most  extraordinary  man,  John  Lilburne.  He  came  first  to  the  public  notice  when 
only  22.  Bastwick  had  given  to  him  the  manuscript  of  a  vigorous  attack  on  bishops  and  the 
institution  of  episcopacy  with  instructions  to  have  it  printed  in  Holland  and  smuggle  the 
copies  back  into  England.  On  his  return  Lilburne  was  betrayed  by  two  of  his  confederates 
and  added  to  his  crime  by  first  resisting  arrest  and  then  behaving  in  court  in  a  thoroughly 
recalcitrant  manner.  He  was  sentenced  to  a  fine  of  ,0500,  a  public  flogging  and  the  pillory 
and  to  subsequent  imprisonment  until  he  should  submit  to  the  court’s  procedure.  By  an 
afterthought  it  was  decreed  that  he  should  be  placed  in  irons  and  denied  any  food  save  that 
from  the  prison’s  poor  box.  On  the  18th  April,  1638,  the  sentence  was  carried  out.  Lilburne 
survived  the  flogging  and  as  he  stood  at  the  pillory  made  a  defiant  speech,  recommended  Dr. 
Bastwick’s  pamphlet  and  even  managed  to  throw  three  copies  of  it  to  his  hearers.  He  was 
ultimately  gagged.  Thereafter  Lilburne  experienced  four  months  in  irons  and  a  total  of 
three  years  imprisonment. 


By  1641  Archbishop  Laud,  who  was  in  part  responsible  for  Lilburne’s  harsh  sentence, 
was  himself  in  prison  and  the  Civil  War  had  become  imminent.  Lilburne  played  a  prominent 
part  in  the  events  of  the  next  few  years  and  was  particularly  associated  with  the  developrnent 
of  the  Leveller  party.  His  initially  cordial  relations  with  Cromwell  lessened  in  warmth  as 
Cromwell  took  affairs  more  and  more  into  his  own  hands.  By  1649  his  criticism  had  become 
outspoken  and  in  “  England’s  New  Chains  ”  he  decried  the  censorship  which  had  been  imposed 
on  the  press  and  the  grievous  taxation  of  the  people;  he  accused  Cromwell  and  his  fellow 
Grandees  of  being  opportunists  who  aimed  throughout  at  power  and  domination  for  themselves. 
Lilburne  was  arrested  on  28th  March,  1649,  and  finally  brought  to  trial  on  25th  October, 
1649  Within  a  month  of  the  end  of  his  trial  there  was  published  by  Theodorus  Verax  a 
pamphlet  entitled  “The  Trial  of  Lt.  Col.  John  Lilburne  By  an  Extraordinary  or  special 
commission  of  Oyer  and  Terminer  at  the  Guildhall  of  London  the  24,  25,  26  of  October, 

Being  as  exactly  penned  and  taken  in  shorthand,  as  it  was  possible  to  be  done  m  such  a  crowd 
and  noise.”  We  know,  therefore,  every  detail  of  this  remarkable  event.  No  effort  was 
spared  to  establish  Liiburne’s  guilt.  When  at  the  end  the  jury  returned  to  the  court  after  an 
absence  of  an  hour  and  pronounced  Lilburne  innocent  of  the  treasons  charged  upon  him  the 
effect  was  dramatic,  “  Which  No  being  pronounced  with  a  loud  voice  immediately  the  whole 
multitude  of  people  in  the  hall,  for  joy  of  the  prisoner’s  acquittal,  gave  such  a 
mous  shout,  as  is  believed  was  never  heard  m  Guildhall,  which  lasted  for  about  hal.  an  hour 

without  intermission.” 

As  Mr.  Brailsford  records  (p.  603),  “  The  Leveller  party,  needless  to  say,  shared  in  the 
general  rejoicing.  While  they  feasted  and  marched  the  Levellers  did  not  forget  the  jury  of 
life  and  death  to  whom  they  owed  their  leader’s  deliverance.  The  twelve  had  taken  ^  risk, 
for  in  those  days  juries  might  be  punished  for  verdicts  that  displeased  their  rulers.  In  their 
honour  the  party  caused  a  medal  to  be  struck.  On  one  side  it  bore  the  names  of  the  )urymen, 
on  the  other  a  portrait  of  the  prisoner,  with  this  defiant  inscription:  John  Lilburne,  saved  by 
the  power  of  the  Lord  and  the  integrity  of  his  jury,  who  are  judge  of  the  law  as  well  as  faa 
Oct  26,  1649  ”.  The  names  of  the  twelve  were  Myles  Petty,  Ste  Isles,  Abr  SmUh,  Jon 
King,  Nic  Murin,  Tho  Dainty,  Edm  Keysar,  Edw  Parkins,  Ral  Packmann,  Will  Comins, 

Sy  Weedon,  Hen  Towley.

“  John  Lilburne,  the  most  refractory  of  all  the  seditious  of  his  time,  was  punished  in  the 
Star  Chamber  for  a  seditious  libel  in  the  time  of  Charles  I.;  which  sentence  was  afterwards 
reversed,  and  damages  decreed  him:  but  keeping  the  same  turbulent,  unruly  spirit  in  the 
Commonwealth,  he  was  flung  into  prison  for  spreading  sedition,  and,  though  guilty,  was 
acquitted  by  his  Jury,  who  bore  little  respect  to  the  Legislature;  the  hall  resounded  with 
acclamations,  and  it  was  on  this  occasion  the  present  medal  was  struck.  In  1654,  for  new 
offences,  he  was  again  brought  to  trial,  and  enjoyed  the  same  triumph.  He  turned  Quaker, 
and  died  in  that  communion.  The  Parliament,  knowing  his  influence  over  the  Republicans 
and  Levellers,  were  so  much  afraid  of  him,  that  they  thought  it  safest,  when  he  was  discharged 
by  the  Court  after  his  first  trial,  to  commit  him  to  the  Tower  for  a  tim.e.  He  was  a  Colonel  in 
the  Republican  service.”] 


WAR  MEDAL  NOTES  AND  NEWS. 

The  United  States  World  War  I  Victory  Medal.  One  of  the  most  frequently  observed 
ribbons  which  is  worn  by  those  participants  in  the  First  World  War. 

Before  World  War  I,  foreign  nations  very  often  bestowed  services  medals  on  personnel 
of  their  allied  forces.  Due  to  the  fact  that  the  World  War  I  armies  were  of  such  tremendous 
proportions,  such  an  exchange  of  medals  was  completely  impracticable ;  therefore,  the  allies 
decided  to  have  medals  of  similar  appearances.  The  design  finally  decided  upon  was  to  be 
Winged  Victory,  with  each  country  having  her  own  artist.  All  nations  were  to  have  identical 
ribbons  of  two  rainbows,  melting  together  at  the  red  centre  with  its  outer  extremeties  being 
of  violet  changing  to  green,  to  yellow  nearer  the  centre. 

The  medal  was  designated  to  be  awarded  to,  and  worn  by  both  officers  and  enlisted  men 
who  had  an  honourable  record  of  active  duty  during  the  specified  dates. 

The  United  States  piece  was  designed  by  James  E.  Fraser.  The  obverse  bears  Winged 
Victory,  while  the  reverse  bears  the  Shield  of  the  United  States  with  the  letters  U.  S.  Fasces 
are  superimposed  upon  the  shield.

A  bronze  star  is  worn  on  the  service  ribbon  to  indicate  each  battle  clasp;  furthermore, 
a  silver  star  is  used  by  the  Army  to  indicate  a  citation  for  gallantry  upon  any  service  medal 
ribbon.  This  was  later  abandoned,  and  the  Silver  Star  Decoration  was  used  to  replace  it. 
The  Navy  also  had  a  silver  star  which  existed  under  very  much  the  same  conditions.  A  small 
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Maltese  cross  was  issued  to  all  those  who  served  in  the  Navy,  Marine  and  Medical  Corps, 
between  6th  April,  1917  and  11th  November,  1918,  but  wasn’t  entitled  to  any  battle  clasps 
issued  by  the  Army. —  Thomas  S.  Halpin,  Jr. 

A  New  Irish  Medal  for  Gallantry.  The  following  particulars  of  a  new  Medal  instituted 
recently  by  the  Republic  of  Ireland  have  been  made  available  to  me  through  the  courtesy  of 
Lieut-General  P.  A.  Mulchy,  former  Army  Chief  of  Staff,  Republic  of  Ireland. 

The  first  award  of  this  Medal  was  made  posthumously  to  the  late  Trooper  Anthony  Browne, 
2nd  Alotor  Squadron,  2nd  Brigade,  Eastern  Command. 

The  words  “  de  bharr  Clamachta  ”  may  be  translated  as  “  for  gallantry  ”  but  a  more 
literal  translation  would  probably  be  “  because  of  gallantry.” 

AN  BONN  MILEATA  CALMACHTA 
(The  Military  Medal  for  Gallantry) 

1  The  Medal  may  be  awarded  in  recognition  of  the  performance  of  any  act  of  exceptional 
bravery  or  gallantry  (other  than  one  performed  on  war  service)  arising  out  of  or  associated 
with  Military  Service  and  involving  risk  to  life  or  limb  over  and  beyond  the  call  of  duty. 

2  The  Medal  takes  precedence  immediately  after  the  1916  Medal  and  the  Service  (1917- 
1921)  Aledal  and  before  any  other  Service  Medal. 

3  Eligible  for  the  award  of  the  Medal  are  members  of  the  Defence  Forces,  Chaplains  and 
Army  Nursing  Services. 

4  The  Medal  may  only  be  awarded  once  to  any  one  person,  but  a  bar  may  be  awarded 
for  acts  sufficient  to  justify  a  further  award. 

5  The  Medal’ribbon  is  green  with  a  Crimson  border. 

6  The  design  of  the  Medal  is  as  follows  :- 
Obverse 

Simple  form  of  Celtic  Cross,  the  Arms  bearing  representations  of  the  “  St.  Brendan’s 
Knot.”  The  usual  surrounding  ring  replaced  by  the  Laurel  wreath  of  a  hero:  the  central 
space  in  the  horizontal  arm  containing  the  words  “  de  bharr  Clamachta.” 

Reverse 

No  ornamentation  apart  from  the  title  and  a  scroll  to  contain  the  name  of  the  recipient. — 
H.  C.  V.  Porter,  Adajor.

The  “  Regina  ”  Coins  of  James  1  and  Charles  I.  In  your  September  Bulletin  Mr.  K. 
Besser  published  a  double  crown  of  the  second  coinage  of  James  I  with  the  regina  legend  and 
added  that  he  would  be  interested  to  hear  of  other  specimens  v/here  the  word  regina  appears 
in  lieu  of  regna. 

Quite  a  few  double  crowns  and  Britain  crowns  of  James  I  with  the  regina  legend  have  in 
fact  come  down  to  us.  I  can  vouch  for  at  least  seven  specimens  outside  the  Musea:  regina 
double  crowns  are  known  with  privy  marks  Coronet,  Key  and  Bell,  and  Britain  crowns  with 
that  legend  occur  with  privy  marks  Coronet,  Key,  Bell  and  Alullet.  It  seems  rather  strange 
that  the  mistake  should  have  occurred  only  between  the  years  1607  and  1612  and  not  at  the 
very  beginning  of  the  second  coinage  of  James  1.  Had  this  happened  in  the  late  medieval 
series,  one  would  have  thought  that  the  mistake  was  deliberate  and  formed  part  of  a  system 
of  privy  marking.  But  this  is  rather  unlikely  for  17th  century  coins  which  have  a  privy  mark 
and  there  was  no  apparent  reason  for  “  secret  ”  marking  beyond  the  requirements  of  the  pyx 
trials.  I  can  think  of  no  explanation  for  the  mistake  except  the  obvious  one  that  one  of  the 
Tower  mint  engravers  w'ho  cut  reverse  dies  slipped  up  persistently  during  the  period  in  question. 

Mr.  Besser’s  contention  that,  on  his  coin,  James  “  united  the  Queen  ”  is  not  really  quite 
true.  This  would  be  reginam  jacobvs,  or  reginas  jacobvs  had  he  “  united  the  Queens.” 
REGINA  JACOBVS  just  makes  no  sense  in  Latin. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  add  that  a  unite  of  Charles  I,  Group  A,  Class  I  la,  bearing 
privy  mark  Lis  is  known  with  the  regina  legend.  A  further  specim.en  with  privy  mark  Harp 
reading  regina  may  exist.  It  was  recorded  by  the  late  Mr.  R.  C.  Lockett  but  I  cannot  vouch 
for  it. — Herbert  Schneider. 

A  Roman  Hoard  from  Welwyn.  Mr.  Bill  Wood,  49,  making  a  lawn  at  his  home  in 
Glebe  Road,  Welwyn,  Hertfordshire,  uncovered  a  potful  of  117  Rom.an  silver  and  copper  coins. 
Yesterday  Hitchin  coroner,  Mr.  Frank  Shillitoe,  decided  they  were  treasure  trove  and  the 
Queen’s  property. — Daily  Mail,  October  24,  1961.

Horncastle  Hoard  of  Edward  III  Coins.  While  digging  trenches  on  the  grass  verge 
along  the  roadside  at  Mareham-le-Fen  for  the  sewerage  scheme  for  Horncastle  Rural  Council, 
workmen  dug  up  34  silver  coins,  which  appear  to  be  of  the  reign  of  King  Edward  III,  in  the 
early  i300’s. 

The  coins,  which  are  in  a  good  state  of  preservation,  were  found  lying  loose  in  the  soil 
about  six  inches  down. 

Police  took  possession  of  the  coins  which  have  been  sent  to  Lincoln  for  a  report  as  to 
whether  they  are  classed  as  antiques  or  treasure  trove. — Nottingham  Guardian  Journal,  October 
16,  1961. 

African  Campaign  Medals.  Mr.  Usher  has  pointed  out  two  errors  in  my  detail  that 
appeared  in  the  November  Bulletin.  They  are:  East  and  Central  Africa  Medal  1897-99. 
Bar:  Uganda  1897-98 — delete  South  Lancs.  Royal  Niger  Company’s,  delete  one  N.C.O. 
East  Lancs  and  substitute  one  N.C.O.  East  Yorks. — W.  A.  Morgan. 

Henry  V  Noble  found  on  Barmby  Moor.  A  gold  coin  has  been  found  in  a  trench 
during  excavations  for  a  sewerage  scheme  at  Barmby  Moor  cross  roads.  The  clerk  of  Pock- 
lington  Rural  Council  sought  the  opinion  of  Mr.  R.  Patterson,  the  curator  of  the  Castie 
Museum,  York,  who  said  the  coin,  in  fine  condition,  was  a  gold  noble  of  Henry  V  (1413-1422). 

A  noble  was  worth  6s.  8d.  in  its  day  and  the  present  value  is  around  £25.  The  finding 
has  been  reported  to  the  coroner  so  that  he  can  decide  whether  or  not  to  hold  an  inquest. 
—  Yorkshire  Gazette  and  Herald,  3rd  November,  1961. 

Irish  Garrison  Token.  A  triangular  white-metal  token-coin,  inscribed  “  Garrison 
Canteen,  Birr,  3d,”  was  found  by  Mr.  John  Lee,  Roscrea  Road,  Birr,  on  the  railway  line 
between  Birr  and  Roscrea.  The  coin,  which  is  about  three  inches  in  perimeter,  is  believed 
to  be  one  of  many  issued  for  tender  in  the  canteen  of  the  former  military  barracks  at  Crinkle. 
— Evening  Herald,  Dublin,  2tth  October,  1961. 

Kent  Tokens.  The  list  of  seventeenth  century  tokens  that  was  appearing  in  parts  in  the 
Bulletin  has  been  interrupted  for  the  past  few  months  owing  to  pressure  of  other  work.  I  am 
now  preparing  the  Kent  section,  and  should  be  glad  to  hear  from  collectors  who  may  have 
any  Kent  tokens  not  published  by  Williamson. 
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British  Num.  See.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Society 
held  at  the  Warburg  Institute  on  Tuesday,  26th  Sept¬ 
ember,  1961,  at  6  p.m.  Mr.  P.  F.  Purvey  read  a  paper 
on  The  York  Coinage  of  Richard  II. 

After  pointing  out  that  60°/o  of  London  halfpence  did 
not  fit  satisfactorily  into  Brooke’s  classification,  Mr. 
Purvey  developed  a  basis  of  classification  of  the  York 
pence  from  a  study  of  die-relationships,  and  finally 
related  this  to  the  problem  of  London  halfpence,  suggest¬ 
ing  that  the  hitherto  unclassified  60o/°  were  probably 
struck  in  the  years  1389-91  and  illustrating  his  hypothesis 
by  diagrams  of  mint  output.  In  the  discussion  which 
followed,  Messrs.  Blunt,  Mangakis  and  Stewart  took  a 
prominent  part. 

Num.  Soc.  of  Ireland.  A  Society  with  the  above 
title  was  formed  earlier  this  year  centred  in  Dublin. 

The  first  annual  general  meeting  was  held  on  Friday 
29  September,  when  Dr.  A.  E.  Went  was  elected  Chair¬ 
man,  Mr.  S.  N.  Lane,  Hon.  Secretary,  and  Miss  A. 
Neary,  Hon.  Treasurer.  It  was  unanimously  agreed 
that  Dr.  Michael  Grant,  Vice-Chancellor  of  Queen’s 
University  be  invited  to  become  first  President.  In 
order  that  the  Society  shall  have  recognition  amongst 
numismatists,  coin  collectors  and  others  over  the  whole 
country.  Dr.  T.  S.  Agnew  and  I  were  invited  to  make 
enquiries  in  the  North  as  to  whether  an  Ulster  branch 
of  the  Society,  probably  centred  in  Belfast,  might  be 
formed,  and  to  institute  a  general  meeting  of  persons 
interested  in  the  project  to  discuss  the  matter  further.

At  the  first  meeting  members  brought  coins  dating 
from  Roman  times  to  the  present  day  and  from  almost 
every  county  in  the  world.

Kent  Num.  Soc.  A  meeting  of  the  Society  was 
held  at  7  p.m.  on  Friday  13th  October,  within  the 
Maidstone  Museum. 

P.  Burnham,  of  Bridgenorth,  Staffs.,  delivered  an 
excellent  talk  entitled,  “  Show  me  a  Penny,”  derived 
from  St.  Matthew,  Ch.  22,  v.  19.  This  “  penny  ” 
was  a  Roman  silver  denarius  of  Caesar.  The  history 
of  the  denarius  and  other  coins  which  replaced  it  was 
related.  After  the  fall  of  the  Roman  Empire  the 
Barbarian  peoples  continued  making  coins  based  on 
the  denarius,  but  these  were  often  crude  and  badly  made. 
The  denarius  was  revived  by  the  Franks  and  it  became 
the  standard  to  which  the  pennies  of  other  peoples  were 
equated.  The  name  changed  to  “  denier  ”  and  under 
Charlemagne  and  his  successors  attained  a  wide  circu¬ 
lation.  Silver  pennies  were  struck  in  England  in  the 
reign  of  Aethelbert,  King  of  Kent,  (748-762  a.d.).  The 
mint  was  at  Canterbury,  and  there  was  a  large  variety  of 
patterns.  Eadgar  (959-975)  initiated  a  uniform  coinage 
with  changes  of  design  only  at  long  intervals.  By  the 
time  of  Henry  II,  design  chariges  were  occurring  only 
after  many  years.  Type,  quality  of  metal,  and  weight 
were  all  good  and  maintained  at  a  steady  level,  so  that 
the  English  “  penny  ”  or  “  sterling  ”  became  a  standard 
throughout  Europe.  Examples  have  been  found  in 
hoards  of  coins  dug  up  in  places  as  distant  as  Russia 
and  Asia  Minor.  Inevitably  they  were  copied  on  the 
continent  by  the  petty  kingdoms. 
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Mr.  Burnham  illustrated  his  theme  with  many 
examples  from  his  own  collection.  He  exhibited 
Roman  denarii,  English  pennies  and  Flemish  “  sterlings” 
which  imitated  the  penny. 

J.  F.  H.  Checkley  exhibited  a  Greek  coin  of  Sicily 
and  a  proof  crown  of  1960;  E.  H.  Clark — a  thaier  of 
1606;  Geo.  H.  Fellows — 4  gold  coins  of  South  Africa; 
F.  Lock — a  denarius  of  the  Roman  republican  period; 
Mr.  Newbury — 3  tokens  of  the  17th  century;  and  Mr. 
Bridge  a  picture  of  Samuel  Pepys  and  another  of  his 
diary,  with  a  token  of  John  Watson  (17th  century).
